Leitch  Hall  Teach-In 


This  past  Thursday  night  a 
Teach-in  was  held  in  Leitch  Hall 
L:  -nge  by  the  Student  Mobilization 
C:  remittee  (SMC).  The  program 
'•.dried  at  8:00  P.M.  and  in  response 
to  a  small  crowd  of  approximately  60 
students.  Prof.  George  Mosely  from 
Tufts  University  discussed  the 
Indo-China  War.  He  first  became 
interested  in  Southeast  Asia  from  a 
fir 'thand  experience  of  being  there  in 
1955  with  the  C.l.A.  Prof.  Mosely 
feels  that  the  United  States 
Government  gave  the  Vietnamese  and 
the  Laotians  everything  but  what 
they  needed-economy,  land,  cities, 
etc.  The  U.S.  Government  has  also 
been  propagandizing  the  American 
people  in  the  same  manner  which  was 
used  on  the  Vietnam  citizens. 

Prof.  Mosely  continued  on  and 
stated  that  if  the  Indo-Chinese  War 
continues,  there  is  a  great  fear  of  a 
Third  World  War  which  would  most 


likely  destroy  the  United  States  and 
many  other  countries.  But,  President 
Nixon,  in  his  half-witted  attempts  to 
end  the  war  and  bring  us  peace,  has 
only  passified  us  with  more  weapons 
and  more  soldiers.  The  only  way  to 
end  the  war  is  to  reverse  Nixon’s 
policy  and  withdraw  all  troops  now! 

The  next  speaker  was  Stuart 
Springer  from  the  SMC  in  Boston, 
who  told  the  audience  that  the 
purpose  of  the  SMC  is  to  end  the  war 
in  Southeast  Asia.  He  also  stated  that 
in  a  referendum  taken  on  the 
Vietnam  War  last  year  in 
Massachusetts,  80%  of  the  persons 
who  voted  are  against  the  war. 

Once  again  we  see  that  the 
majority  of  people  in  the  U.S. 
disagree  with  the  policy  that  is 
currently  being  used.  It  is  up  to  the 
students  to  show  the  rest  of  the 
country  that  this  war  is  wrong  and

TUITION  INCREASE 

THREATENED 


Last  weekend  four 
representatives  from  Lowell  Tech 
attended  the  “Public  College  Tuition 
Conference”  held  at  the  University  of 
Massachusetts.  Student  delegates 
from  each  of  the  state’s  public 
institutions  of  higher  learning  were 
invited  to  Amherst  to  plan  a  united 
course  of  action.  Bob  McGaughey, 
Phil  Morrisey,  Donny  Malloy,  and 
Randy  Newton  represented  LTI  at 
this  strategy  meeting.  Despite  the 
obvious  differences  between  the 
U.Mass  campus  and  our  own,  we  did 
manage  to  settle  down  to  a  little 


serious  discussion  of  the  probable 
financial  problems  facing  us  next 
semester.  • 

For  those  who  aren’t  aware  of 
what  has  been  going  on,  there  are 
several  bills  in  the  state  legislature 
calling  for  tuition  increases  at  the 
state  colleges  and  universities. 
Legislative  support  for  a  tuition  hike 
will  probably  fall  somewhere 
between  two  key  bills. 

One  filed  by  Senator  David  H. 
Locke,  the  Senate  minority  whip, 
proposes  that  the  minimum  tuition 
be  raised  from  $200  to  $700.  (S-454) 


The  other  calls  for  establishment  of  a 
tuition  payment  system  based  on  the 
student’s  ability  to  pay.  It  was  filed 
by  Representative  Charles  W.  Long 
(House-2594) 

Upon  arriving  at  the  city  of  U. 
Mass,  we  checked  in  at  the  Campus 
Center  Hotel,  an  eleven  story 
building  constructed  for  the  hosting 
of  conferences.  The  meeting  on 
Friday  night  was  designed  to  give 
each  of  the  represented  schools  a 
chance  to  express  their  views.  Each 
expressed  opposition  to  any  kind  of 
increase  in  tuition. 

Salem  State  qualified  their 
statement  by  saying  that  if  there 
were  an  increase,  two-thirds  of  the 
money  must  be  returned  to  the 
school  for  scholarships  and  loans.  By 
law  all  tuition  now  reverts  to  the 
state’s  general  fund  and  is  not 
available  for  use  by  the  institutions 
unless  it  is  reappropriated  by 
legislative  action.  Springfield  Tech 
was  opposed  to  any  tuition  at  all  in 
hopes  of  compromising  on  the 
present  tuition. 

The  University  of  Massachusetts 
delegation  proposed  the  no  tuition 
policy  on  a  “purely  philosophical 
basis”:  Public  education  is  meant  to 
be  free.  We  proposed  this  same  policy 
after  considering  the  increases  in 
room  rent  and  fees  which  will  be 
initiated  within  the  next  two  years. 

The  final  statement  of  this 
conference  may  be  found  below.  This 
was  drawn  up  on  Saturday,  February 
17  and  is  generally  a  compromise 
between  opposing  factions  of  the 
group. 

Returning  from  the  conference, 
we  found  that  there  is  still  much  to 
be  done.  Each  of  you  should  take  the 
time  to  sit  down  and  write  to  your 
Senators  and  Representatives, 
expressing  your  views  regarding 
tuition  increases.  Remember,  most  of 
us  now  have  the  right  to  vote.  The 
Legislature  listens  to  votes  much 
more  carefully  then  they  used  to 
listen  to  us  as  mere  students. 

Our  future  plans  call  for  a  survey 
on  student  finances,  a  statement 
from  the  Student  council, and 
statements  from  the  Administration. 
All  information  that  we  can  gather 
will  be  presented  to  the  Education 
Committee  when  they'  hold  hearings 
on  these  bills.  These  hearings  will 
take  place  on  March  16  in  the 
Gardner  Auditorium  at  the  State 
House.  If  this  Committee  should 
happen  to  report  favorably  on  the 
increase,  we  can  still  fight  the 
increase  through  your  letters.  Voting 
on  the  bills  will  probably  take  place 
sometime  in  April. 


Joint  Statement 
From  Public  College 
Tuition  Conference 

We,  the  undersigned,  representing  13  state  state  institutions  of  higher 
learning  stand  firmly  against  any  tuition  increase  for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  Any  tuition  increase  will  prevent  vast  numbers  of  students  from 
returning  to  their  schools  and  will  discourage  an  indeterminable  amount  of 
prospective  students  from  applying. 

2.  Tax  revenues  derived  from  college  graduates  proportionally  return 
more  income  to  the  state  than  non-graduates. 

3.  Easy  access  to  public  higher  education  provides  the  state  with  a 
larger  pool  of  skilled  and  professional  technicians. 

4.  Higher  education  has  traditionally  been  a  means  by  which 
disadvantaged  socio-economic  groups  have  been  able  to  improve  their 
social  mobility. 

5.  Furthermore,  education  in  a  democratic  society  is  a  necessity!  The 
ability  to  obtain  this  education  should  be  guaranteed  by  any  responsible 
democratic  government. 

We  feel  that  the  legislature  would  be  acting  irresponsibly  if,  for  an 
imaginary  short-term  benefit,  they  approved  a  tuition  increase  which 
would  serve  to  the  future  detriment  of  the  Commonwealth. 

As  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Higher  Education  stated  :  “We  long  ago 
made  education  free  because  we  learned  that  genius  and  talent  do  not 
belong  to  any  economic  class.” 

Education  is  a  positive  aspect  of  a  democratic  society  since  the 
responsibility  of  the  powers  of  society  rests  in  the  hand  of  the  people 
themselves. 

We  therefore  conclude:  That  there  should  be  no  tuition  increase  at 
state  schools;  and  moreover,  encourage  the  legislature  to  investigate  the 
elimination  of  all  tuition  fees.

However,  when  the  TEXT  contacted  Dean  King,  we  were  assured 
that  the  food  service  is  conducting  an  investigation,  the  results  of 
which  should  be  known,  and  released  to  the  students  sometime  this 
week. 

Speak  Out  On  Pot 

Senator  Jack  Backman  of  Brookline  has  filed  legislation  that 
would  practically  legalize  the  possession  of  marijuana.  He  has 
scheduled  a  hearing  for  Tuesday,  March  9th  at  the  State  House  in 
Boston  to  debate  the  issue.  The  legislators  know  very  little  about 
marijuana  and  they  are  concerned  as  to  how  many  people  actually 
want  the  laws  on  cannabis  reformed.  Anyone  (student,  housewife, 
social  worker,  etc.)  who  feels  that  the  present  laws  concerning 
marijuana  should  be  changed,  should  come  to  this  hearing  to  voice 
his  or  her  opinions  where  it  counts.  Anyone  showing  up,  will  have  an 
opportunity  to  speak.  Testimony  will  last  all  day.  The  committee  for 
Sane  Drug  Policy  will  be  present  at  the  hearing.  PLEASE  ATTEND, 
YOUR  HELP  IS  NEEDED! 

Protest  The  Tuition  Increase 

There  are  now  a  few  bills  (No.  2594,  418,  454)  in  the  State 
House  asking  for  a  tuition  increase  and  if  we  do  nothing  to  stop  this 
action,  many  people  will  find  it  necessary  to  leave  school  next  fall. 
Every  student  should  do  a  few  things  to  help  remedy  this  situation. 
First  of  all,  register  to  vote  in  your  city.  This  will  show  your 
legislator  that  you  are  more  than  a  student,  you  are  a  vote.  That  is 
important!  Secondly,  find  out  who  is  your  state  senator  and  state 
representative.  Then,  write  to  each  of  them  and  express  your  feelings 
against  the  tuition  increase.  It  would  also  be  a  good  idea  to  visit 
Beacon  Hill  and  let  your  views  be  known  to  your  senator  and  rep.  in 
person.  Lastly,  visit  the  booths  that  will  be  set  up  next  week  outside 
the  mailroom  and  the  LL  department  for  the  purpose  of  signing  a 
petition  and  donating  to  an  advertisement  which  will  express  our 
views  in  The  Boston  Globe.  If  these  measures  are  taken,  then 
everyone  will  have  done  their  share  in  helping  to  stop  the  increase  in 
tuition.

No  Tuition  at  State  Colleges  - 

A  Tangible  Concept 


A  policy  of  no  tuition  at 
public  institutes  of  higher 
learning  may  seem  to  some 
people  an  utopian  thought. 
Actually,  today  it  is  a  tangible 
concept,  tomorrow  a  practical 
necessity. 

The  concept  of  no  tuition 
terrifies  many  economic  experts 
who  fear  for  the  financial 
stability  of  the  Commonwealth. 
Massachusetts  is  the  ninth 
wealthiest  state  in  the  nation  in 
terms  of  per  capita  income 
expenditure  for  education.  The 
budget  for  state  colleges  and 
universities  make  up  only  7%  of 
the  total  state  budget.  An 
elimination  of  tuition  would 
only  mean  an  approximate 
average  increase  of  $5  in  taxes 
per  resident.  But  instead  of  the 
taxes,  let’s  investigate  the 
positive  benefits. 

A  college  graduate  during 
his  career  would  pay  more  than 
the  cost  of  his  education  in 
additional  taxes. 

A  system  of  tuition  and 
especially  an  increase  does 
constitute  a  financially 
discriminatory  system  of 
education  where  the  rich  get 
richer  and  the  poor,  poorer.  As  a 
result  of  this,  an  extra  pressure 
would  be  placed  on  the  chaotic 
welfare  system  again  draining 
the  pockets  of  the  taxpayer  on  a 
comparatively  wasteful  (relative 
to  education)  program. 


Democracy  is  founded  on 
the  concept  of  an  educated 
voting  populace.  The 
Commonwealth  has  a  basic 
responsibility  to  educate  it’s 
citizenry  and  this  is  particularly 
significant  today  now  that  the 
18,19  and  20  year  olds  have  the 
power  to  cast  a  ballot. 

The  State  Board  of  Higher 
Education  found  that  a  tuition 
increase  of  $100  would  in  1975, 
displace  3,940  young  people 
from  an  education  on  the  college 
level.  One  can  only  wonder  as  to 
the  effect  if  Senator  David 
Locke’s  Bill  establishing  tuition 
at  a  minimum  of  $400  were 
passed  by  the  Legislature. 

In  1920,  20%  of  those 

attending  colleges  and 
universities  were  in  public 
institutions,  in  1960,  this 
number  had  risen  to  60%.  This 
clearly  shows  the  greater 
emphasis  on  public  higher 
education,  the  redeeming  factor 
undoubtedly  being  low  tuition. 
Today  though,  only  half  of 
those  who  are  capable  of  going 
to  college  are  attending.  If  we 
are  going  to  attempt  to  educate 
the  remaining  half,  we  must 
continue  the  low  tuition  and 
even  more  eliminate  it,  for 
today’s  highly  specialized  and 
technical  world  belongs  to  the 
trained  intellect. 

John  Dale  Russell,  in  I960, 
foresaw  the  crisis  at  the 


crossroads  as  to  whether  public 
education  at  a  higher  level 
should  be  a  lucrative  state  tax 
investment  or  a  profitable 
program  for  the  state’s 
populace: 

4 ‘The  reason  for  the 
support  of  education  out  of 
the  public  treasury  is  that  an 
important  public  benefit  is 
produced  ...  In  these  times 
there  should  be  no  question 
whatever  that  education 
beyond  the  high  school  for  a 
great  many  young  people  is  as 
essential  to  the  public  welfare 
and  security  as  education  of 
elementary  or  secondary 
level.  To  impose  barriers  to 
continued  attendance  in  the 
form  of  tuition  fees  at  the 
time  of  high  school 
graduation,  is  as  unsound  as  it 
would  be  to  impose  such 
barriers  at  the  end  of  the 
elementary  school  or  at  the 
end  of  the  fourth  grade.” 

In  conclusion,  one  condones 
free  public  higher  education  to 
make  use  of  the  appalling  waste 
of  human  talent  due  to  an 
insurmountable  economical 
hurdle.  Free  public  education 
was  conceived  from  the 
realization  that  aptitude  and 
genius  do  not  belong  to  any 
economic  class,  it  is  now  time  to 
further  that  ideal.

The  paper  receives 
about  $78  thousand  a  year  from 
the  university. 

18  OR  BUST 


(Washington)— A  proposed 
constitutional  amendment  to 
give  18-year-olds  the  right  to 
vote  in  all  elections  has  been 
approved  unanimously  by  the 
Senate  Judiciary  Committee. 
The  House  Judiciary  Committee 
approved  an  identical  proposal 
Tuesday.

The  Facts 

1.  Israeli  Concerns 

(a)  Guarantee  for  its  existence. 

(b)  End  of  guerilla  raids  against  Israel. 

2.  Arab  Concerns 

(a)  Existence  of  Israel. 

(b)  Arab  Refugees. 

(c)  Israeli  held  Arab  territory. 

3.  Moscow’s  Concerns 

(a)  Growth  of  influence  in  favor  of  Marxist -Leninist’s 

(b)  Mediterranean  ports  for  Moscow’s  navy 

(c)  To  relieve  the  pressure  that  Jewish  people  in  Moscowland 
exert  to  permit  them  to  migrate  from  Moscowland  to  Israel.  This 
pressure  will  exist  as  long  as  Israel  exists.  This  pressure  from  Jewish 
people  can  be  followed  by  pressure  from  other  groups  who  also  want 
to  leave  Moscowland. 

4.  United  States  Concerns 

(a)  To  keep  Israel  equipped  with  sufficient  weapons  to  prevent 
Arab  running  over  Israel  militarily. 


Analysis 

1 .  It  can  be  solved  by  a  method  of  what  I  call  for  a  lack  of  a  better 
name  “Inverse  Proportion”  Diplomacy.  It  can  be  seen  after  several 
unnecessary  problems  in  the  conflict  are  ruled  out. 

2. _  All  problems  that  exist  just  to  increase  international  tensions 
should  be  ignored— i.€.,  not  permitted  at  the  conference  table.  Thus 
Moscow  can  be  ignored  and  the  United  States  need  not  appear  at  the 
conference  table.  Also  the  Arabs  have  no  reason  to  question  Israel’s 
existence  (because  both  have  historic  claim  to  the  land— and  besides 
Judaism  existed  and  grew  on  the  same  land  centuries  before 
Islamism  existed).  The  issue  of  Israel’s  existence  is  a  manufactured 
issue  designed  to  increase  tensions.  The  Arab  refugee  problem  has  to 
be  solved  before  it  becomes  a  means  to  increase  tensions. 

3.  The  remaining  problems  include  Israel’s  concern  for  guaranteed 
existence— is  no  longer  a  problem  (the  Arabs  questioning  Israel’s 
existence  was  to  add  to  international  tensions— so  this  is  eliminated 
already). 

4.  Now  “Inverse  Proportion”  Diplomacy  can  be  put  into  effect.  The 
only  problems  that  haven’t  been  eliminated  are  for  the  Arabs— Israeli 
held  Arab  territory,  and  for  the  Israelis— an  end  to  guerilla  raids  on 
Israel.  What  if  a  U.S.  controller— cocenter  committee  was  formed? 
Its  purpose  would  be  to  verify  Arab  raids  on  Israel  (Israeli  retalitory 
raids  don’t  count)  and  to  count  them  for  a  period  of  time.  When  the 
period  ends  then  the  number  of  attacks  would  determine  how  much 
land  was  NOT  to  be  turned  over  to  the  Arabs  in  the  next  time 
period.  The  smaller  the  number  of  raids,  the  larger  the  amount  of 
land  returned— an  inverse  proportion.  Upon  arranging  it  so  that  the 
land  returning  will  take  up  to  aminimum  of  2  years  to  be  completed, 
time  is  allowed  to  cool  down  tensions  built  up  from  issues 
manufactured  for  that  reason. 


The  Answer 

“Inverse  Proportion”  Diplomacy  is  the  best  way  to  do  it 
because: 

(a)  It  eliminates  manufactured  issues. 

(b)  It  takes  the  real  problem  and  actually  solves  it. 

(c)  It  happens  throughout  a  time  period  so  that  tensions  from 
manufactured  issues  will  “calm”  down.

Building  Up 
Breasts 

By  M.J.  Soloman 

A  material  known  to  be 
completely  satisfactory  for 
implantation  into  the  human 
body  has  not  yet  been  found. 
The  best  candidate  so  far  is  a 
silicone,  dimethylpolysiloxane, 
which  has  been  used  to  some 
extend  in  plastic  surgery  for 
cosmetic  padding  and  rebuilding 
of  lost  tissue. 

The  type  of  silicone  used  is 
a  specially  purified  grade.  It  is 
inj  ected  hypodermically. 
Beginning  about  fifteen  years 
ago,  it  was  used  for  example,  to 
remove  wrinkles,  reshape  facial 
contours,  and  correct 
deformities  such  as  those 
resulting  from  fractures  of  facial 
bones.  Indiscriminate  use  for 
purely  cosmetic  purposes,  such 
as  building  up  breasts,  led  the 
Food  and  Drug  Administration, 
FDA,  in  1965  to  prohibit  its  use 
except  as  an  authorized 
experimental  drug.  Only  one 
company,  the  Dow-Corning 
Corporation,  was  authorized  to 
manufacture  medical-grade 
silicone. 

However,  in  1967,  this 
authorization  was  revoked.  More 
studies  were  needed  to 
determine  if  the  material  might 
be  cancer-causing  or  perhaps 
cause  other  undesirable  effects 
in  the  body.  After  this  action  by 
the  FDA  a  bootleg  traffic  in 
silicone  for  injection  sprang  up. 

Recently  the  FDA  lifted  the 
ban  on  the  experimental  use 
continues  a  crucial  question  is 
still  unanswered:  What  are  the 
long  range  effects  of  silicone  in 
the  body  — perhaps  slippery 
hands  for  her  boy  friend?

“In  their  essence,  there  can 
be  no  conflict  between  religion 
and  science.

CHINA  IS 

INVADED  AGAIN 


Can  we,  as  mankind,  live  in  peace  if  some  of 
us  are  not  willing  to?  It  seems  that  the  Chinese  and 
Japanese  people  are  born  enemies.  Actually,  we 
Chinese  are  only  forced,  by  historical 
circumstances,  to  admit  this.  Not  discouraged  by 
the  defeat  in  the  Second  World  War,  the  ambitious 
Japanese  intends  to  try  again. 

Only  a  hundred  miles  north-east  of  Taiwan, 
there  are  eight  small  islands  named  The  Tiao-yu 
Tai  Islands.  This  group  of  islands  has  been  a  part 
of  Chinese  territory  for  centuries.  Recently,  an 
enormous  oil  deposit  was  found  in  the  area.  Very 
unfortunately,  our  neighbor,  Japan,  is  over 
interested  in  this  discover^.  The  Sato  government 
cannot  resist  the  temptation  of  taking  over.  On 
September  3rd,  1970,  the  Japanese  Government 
groundlessly  announced  that  Taio-yu  Tai  Islands 
are  part  of  Okinawa.  Of  course,  the  Nationalist 
Chinese  Government  immediately  protested 
against  the  Sato  Government’s  ridiculous 
announcement.  To  our  astonishment,  the  U.S. 
government  has  the  intention  of  including  the 
Tiao-yu  Tai  Islands  with  Okinawa  which  will  be 
returned  to  Japan  before  1972.  Backed  up  by  the 
U.S.  government,  Okinawan  authorities  sent 
gunboats  to  the  islands,  took  away  the  Nationalist 
China  flag  and  chased  off  the  Chinese  fishermen 
working  there.  Moreover,  we  have  evidence  that 
the  flag  has  been  mutilated.  Peace  and  mutual 
respect  between  countries  will  never  become  a 
reality  if  this  obvious  robbery  is  intentionally 
overlooked  and  encouraged. 

From  Chinese  historical  documents,  w®  can 
trace  the  Tiao-yu  Tai  Islands  as  being  part  of  the 
Chinese  territory  all  the  way  back  to  the  Ming 
Dynasty  (1403).  On  the  other  hand,  it  was  not 
until  four  hundred  years  later  that  the  Japanese 
began  to  have  a  very  vague  idea  about  their 
*  existence.  Situated,  very  close  to  the  Chinese  coast, 
the  islands  have  constantly  been  frequented  by 
Chinese  fishermen  who  have  built  a  pier,  a  road 
and  a  few  houses  on  the  islands.  The  Okinawans 
have  seldom  been  there  because  for  them  the  sea  is 
too  rough  and  the  islands  are  too  far  away. 

After  the  Sino-Japanese  war  (1894),  Taiwan 
and  Ryukyu  were  under  the  Japan  military 
occupation.  A  contention  about  the  geographical 
jurisdiction,  of  the  Taio-yu  Tai  Islands  was  brought 
about  between  the  County  of  Taipei  (capital  of 
Taiwan)  and  the  County  of  Okinawa  in  1941.  In 
1 944,  Tokyo’s  court  ruled  that  these  islands 
(Senkaku  in  Japanese)  belonged  to  the  County  of 
Taipei.  According  to  Cairo  Declaration  and  the 
Potsdan  Declaration,  Taiwan  was  given  back  to 
China  after  World  War  II  including  Tiao-yu  Tai 


the  Continental  Shelf,  only  China  has  the  full  right 
to  develop  the  natural  resources  in  the  area. 

There  is  an  extremely  close  economic  relation 
between  Taiwan  and  Japan.  A  lot  of  Taiwan’s 
agriculture  products  find  their  market  in  Japan. 
On  August  24th,  1970,  the  Sato  Government  tried 
to  exert  pressure  on  Taiwan’s  dependent  economy 
by  announcing  that  they  will  reconsider  their 
second  financial  help  to  Taiwan.  Of  course,  this 
dirty  trick  will  work  since  the  refusal  of  aid  hurts 
Taiwan’s  economy  very  seriously.  However,  they 
have  neglected  that  this  tells  the  world  that  they 
are  the  real  intruders.  They  have  no  legal  way  to 
obtain  those  islands  and  perhaps  it  is  the  most 
efficient  way  to  make  Chinese  government  in 
Taiwan  to  concede  to  their  conditions. 

Now,  let  us  discuss  the  Nixon 
Administrations’  role  in  this  affair.  Soon,  as  you 
know,  most  of  the  G.I.’s  in  Asia  will  be 
withdrawn.  Consequently,  the  strength  of  the  U.S. 
armed  force  will  be  very  much  reduced.  Among  all 
the  Asian  countries,  Japan  is  the  only  one  that  has 
the  ambition  to  carry  on  the  American’s  Asian 
Policy.  Japan,  after  putting  much  effort  to  rebuild 
her  military  force  recently,  owns  the  3rd  strongest 
navy  in  the  Pacific;  her  air  force  is  placed  the  3rd 
in  Asia.  As  a  whole,  Japan  is  ranked  the  7th  top 
military  power  in  the  world.  Anyway,  the  Nixon 
administrations  should  not  side  with  Sato 
government  and  betray  an  ally  country 
(Nationalist  China).  The  U.S.  government  should 
not  try  to  use  their  political  influence  to 
determine  the  sovereignty  of  the  Tiao-yu  Tai 
Islands. 

The  Japanese  brutal  invasion  of  Asia  is  still 
fresh  in  our  mind.  Over  30  million  lives  were 
destroyed  and  many  millions  of  happy  families 
were  shattered.  As  mankind,  we  should  try  our 
very  best  to  prevent  another  revival  genocide. 

People  used  to  have  the  impression  that  the 
Chinese  students  in  the  U.S.  are  a  very  quiet 
group.  However,  we  cannot  remain  silent  this  time. 
It  is  time  for  us  to  voice  our  disgust  at  the  revival 
of  Japanese  militarism.  On  January  31,  1971, 
there  was  a  big  Chinese  students’  demonstration  in 
front  of  the  U.N.  headquarters  and  the  Japanese 
Consulate  General  Office  in  New  York  City.  We, 
the  Chinese  students  of  Lowell  Tech.,  are 
onlookers.  In  order  to  show  our  support  for  our 
fellow  students  in  all  parts  of  this  country,  we 
have  immediately  formed  an  action  committee 
within  the  Chinese  Students  Circle.  All  of  us  are 
prepared  to  go  to  a  bigger  demonstration  on  April 
3rd,  1971  in  Washington  Q.C.  Anyone  who  shares 
the  same  feeling  as  us  and  wishes  to  see  justice

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Declaration  of  Chinese  Sovereignty 
Over  the  Tiao-Yu  Tai  Islands 

Tiao-yu  Tai  Islands,  situated  northeast  of  Taiwan,  have  been 
part  of  Chinese  territory  for  centuries,  and  their  banks  have 
provided  Chinese  fishermen  with  a  means  of  livelihood.  Yet,  after 
the  recent  discovery  of  underwater  oil  resources  in  this  area,  the 
Japanese  Sato  Government  preposterously  declared  that  these 
islands  are  Japanese  territory.  They  then  incited  the  Okinawan 
policemen,  drove  away  the  Chinese  fishermen  and  tore  up  the 
nationalist  flag  on  the  islands.  In  the  face  of  this  incident,  the 
American  government  unscrupulously  bolstered  the  unwarranted 
claim  of  Sato.  How  can  any  Chinese,  bitterly  witnessing  these 
international  conspiracies,  this  outrageous  conduct  of  the  Sato 
government,  and  this  encroachment  on  the  rights  of  China, 
suppress  the  fire  indignation  burning  in  his  heart. 

For  more  than  a  century,  China  has  been  the  victim  of 
foreign  imperialism.  The  blood-stained  memory  of  eight-year’s 
war  of  resistance  against  Japan  is  still  fresh  and  now  we  are  faced 
again  with  the  revival  of  Japanese  militarism.  The  Sino-Japanese 
dispute  over  Tiao-yu  Tai  is  unnecessary  since  it  has  been  Chinese 
territory  for  many  centuries.  The  mere  fact  that  the  issue  has 
arisen  demonstrates  clearly  Japan’s  insatiable  desire  for 
domination.  We  Chinese  can  no  longer  stand  by  and  remain  silent. 
The  national  consciousness  of  the  Chinese  people  has  long  been 
awakened.  No  longer  will  we  tolerate  the  aggression  of  foreign 
powers.  Let  us  unite!  Chinese  territories  should  not  be  butchered 
again;  Chinese  sovereignty  should  no  longer  be  given  away.  We 
solemnly  declare  that  we: 

1.  DEFEND  WITHOUT  ANY  RESERVE  CHINESE 
SOVEREIGNTY  OVER  THE  TIAO-YU  T  1  ISLANDS; 

2.  OPPOSE  RESOLUTELY  THE  REVIVAL  OF  JAPANFSE 
MILITARISM; 

3.  DENOUNCE  THE  UNITED  STATES’  PARTIALITY 
TOWARDS  THE  SATO  GOVERNMENT. 

At  the  same  time,  we  adjure  the  Chinese  government  to  fight 
unflinchingly  for  justice  and  protect  our  territorial  integrity.  The 
official  negotiators  must  speak  with  our  consciousness  of  their 
responsibility  to  all  the  Chinese  people.  We  call  on  all 
justice-loving  Asians:  Rise,  and  shatter  the  chimera  of  the  “East 
Asian  Co-prosperity  Zone”  of  the  Sato  government!  We  ask  Lhe 
American  people  to  recall  the  incident  of  Pearl  Harbor  and  join  us 
in  putting  an  end  to  international  conspiracies  schemed  by  the 
United  States  government  in  East  Asia.  For,  to  induce  a  revival  of 
Japanese  Militarism  is  to  invite  the  disaster  of  another  Pearl 
Harbor.

COACH  STONE  BEWARE!  The  freshmen 
basketball  team  had  an  1 1  and  5  record  this  season,  the 
best  ever  for  a  Lowell  Tech  freshmen  basketball  squad. 
These  kids  can  really  play  ball.  There  are  going  to  be  a  lot 
of  hardships  when  some  of  next  years  elite  seniors 
realize  they  don’t  have  their  positions  all  sewn  up. 

The  freshmen  basketball  team  found  themselves, 
after  a  disappointing  loss  to  Tufts  by  a  lopsided  score, 
and  went  on  to  win  seven  of  their  remaining  eight 
contests  to  turn  a  mediocre  4 -4  record  into  an  excellent 
1 1  and  5  season.  Two  of  their  first  three  victories  were 
overpowering  wins  over  Babson  College  and  the  Suffolk 
University  J.V.’s  and  then  just  barely  won  a  squeaker 
over  Phillips  Andover  Preparatory  Academy.  The 
preppies  stayed  close  during  most  of  the  game,  but  were 
never  able  to  pull  out  the  win. 

The  following  week  the  team  was  able  to  play  three 
of  its  best  games  against  strong  opposition.  Merrimack 
College  provided  a  rough  game  with  plenty  of  good 
contact  at  both  ends  of  the  court.  Tech  was  down  by  a 
slim  one  point  margin  due  to  some  aggressive  playing  by 
Merrimack’s  6’$”  215  lbs.  center  who  poured  in  more 
than  10  points  in  the  first  half.  A  strong  man  to  man 
defense  stopped  him  and  Merrimack  cold  in  the  second 
half  with  Tech  outscoring  their  opponents  46-36  to  take 
a  77-68  win. 

The  Merrimack  game  was  highlighted  by  a  brawl 
with  only  seven  seconds  remaining.  Both  benches 


emptied  to  aid  their  teammates.  (Tech  won  that  too). 
John  Ford  was  high  scorer  with  21  followed  by  L’ltalien 
16,  Kiezulas  14,  and  Dave  O’Brien  10. 

Next  on  the  list  was  Worcester  Polytech  who’s  two 
6’6”  forwards  presented  somewhat  of  a  problem  to 
LTI’s  much  smaller  6’2”  forwards.  However,  adroit 
passing  and  good  tough  rebounding  gave  Tech  a  41-35 
halftime  lead  which  rose  as  high  as  15  points  in  the 
middle  of  the  final  half.  Worcester  came  alive  very 
quickly  with  a  full  court  press  and  several  steals.  Tech 
went  down  by  two  points  with  4:00  remaining,  however, 
several  replacements  in  the  lineup  were  made  and  Tech 
pulled  it  out  76-73.  Scoring  was  spread  evenly  between 
Koczat  16,  O’Brien  14,  Kiezulas  14  and  Ford  13. 

One  of  the  better  freshmen  basketball  teams  in  the 
area,  Brandeis  University,  witnessed  a  well  balanced 
opposition  from  Tech,  but  still  went  on  to  win  by  a 
lopsided  25  point  margin  106-79.  LTI  played  well  fora 
period  and  a  half  and  did  manage  to  tie  the  game  up 
with  ten  minutes  remaining.  However,  a  full  court  press 
worked  to  Brandeis’  advantage  as  they  pulled  away  very 
quickly  and  kept  the  rampage  on  till  the  final  buzzer. 
Tech  played  well  against  Brandeis’  6’6”  forwards  and 
several  good  play  making  guards  (one  of  which  scored  39 
points).  Tech  scorers  were  Ford  17,  O’Brien  10  and 
Kiezulas  23  points. 

The  two  remaining  games  featured  Bridgewater 


State  and  Cardinal  Cushing  Academy,  both  of  which 
were  romps.  Against  Bridgewater  State,  Tech  had  one  of 
its  best  passing  games  blowing  their  opposition  off  the 
court  99-72  after  a  slow  start.  O’Brien  played  one  of  his 
best  games  laying  in  28  points  with  Kiezulas  19  and 
Ford  16.  John  “Herby”  Ford,  who  was  troubled  by 
fouls  during  the  whole  game,  played  only  a  short  time, 
but  as  can  be  seen  by  his  scoring  was  very  potent. 

In  the  last  game  of  the  season  LTI  romped  over 
Cardinal  Cushing.  Their  6’9”  center  was  humiliated 
during  most  of  the  game,  while  Tech’s  Dave  O’Brien 
(6’0”)actually  outrebounded  him  and  Tech’s  guards  ran 
circles  around  him.  LTI’s  scorers  were  Ford  17,  O’Brien 
12  and  Kiezulas  24.  Final  score  89-57.  Final  record  11-5. 

Most  of  this  years  freshmen  squad  will  be  trying  out 
for  the  Varsity  when  next  October  rolls  around.  This 
past  season  saw  Jim  Koczat  and  “Herby”  Ford  playing 
well  in  every  game.  “O’Bee”  O’Brien’s  leaping  ability 
and  Tom  Kulberda  at  6’4”  will  definitely  be  of  help  and 
L’ltalien  and  Pola  haven’t  come  close  to  their  potential 
yet.

The  tours  will 
begin  in  room  F-108  and  will  be  conducted  by  a  member  of  A  ATT.  Members  of  A  ATT  will  also  operate 
and  give  a  brief  explanation  of  the  machinery.  Coffee  and  donuts  will  be  served  at  the  open  house  and 
those  attending  will  also  receive  LTI  bookmarks  made  on  a  loom  at  the  school. 

Although  the  systems  at  the  school  are  basically  for  cotton  and  wool,  some  of  the  machines  will  be 
running  synthetics  or  blends. 

In  the  Knitting  lab  the  students  will  see  how  a  scarf,  hockey  cap,  socks  and  ties  are  made  as  well  as 
larger  knitted  fabrics. 

In  the  Weaving  Lab  the  first  “computerized  machines”  will  be  demonstrated,  (IBM’s  punch  card 
system  was  inspired  by  the  Jacquard  loom,  which  was  designed  in  1801.) 

'  All  students  are  invited  to  attend,  but  especially  freshmen  are  urged  to  attend  and  find  out  that  the 
Textile  Industry  is  not  dead  but  growing.  A  recent  survey  of  past  graduates  in  Textiles  from  LTI  shows 
some  rather  interesting  statistics  on  the  futures  for  subsequent  graduates  in  Textiles.  Faculty  members 
and  administration  are  also  invited  to  attend.
